Exposure value: As digital camera adopts automatic exposure, the exposure compensates EV value. 
The scope of EV value of exposure compensation of this camera is: - 1.5EV to +1.5EV. At a place 
where the ray is too strong, you may adjust EV value to negative. On the contrary, if the shooting 
place is dark, you may choose high EV value. 
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White balance: 

The color of an object itself often changes with the color of projection light. The color of photos taken 
at places with different rays may differ. Human's eyes can automatically modify the change generated 
by ray. However, the digital camera does not have such function. The white balance of this camera 
is divided into sunlight, dusk, tungsten lamp, fluorescent lamp and old photo. White balance can 
be appropriately adjusted according to the objects shooting. 
V. How to use digital camera 
1. Installing batteries and CF card 

Eg Open the battery cover of the digital camera, insert two #5 batteries according to the battery 
direction shown in the following chart and close battery door. 




Og Pull CF card door buckle. CF card door will automatically spring open. Insert CF card according 

to direction shown in the above chart. 

Note: CF card trademark pointing up 
2. Points for attention for using CF card 

g] CF card is priority memory access. When CF card is fiiU, the digital camera will automatically save 
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data to internal flash memory, 
[s] CF card is optional. This digital camera supports CF cards of various capacity, 
g] When you do not use CF card, the digital camera saves photo data to internal flash inemory. After 

power is oH", the internal flash memory can save photos for long time. 
OO This digital camera supports hot puUout and insertion of CF card. However, for ensuring the 

safety of CF card, we suggests you should avoid hot pullout and insertion as far as 

possible. 

gg If CF card can not be inserted smoothly, please check whether the direction is correct. Never 
inseit by force. 

Note: Format the new card before use for the first time. Select file format when formatting the 
card in PC .The card can save data only after being formatted. 

3. Shutting on/off the digital camera 

[e] Confirm correct installation of batteries. Press power supply key for 3 seconds to open the digital 
camera; 

5] To shut the digital camera off, press power supply key for 2 seconds when the digital camera is 
on. 

go If the digital camera is not operated within 180 seconds (default value can be revised), it will 
automatically be shut off. 

4. Taking photos 

Eg After opening the digital camera, aim it at the object you want to shoot. 

Eg When the image on LCD display screen is consistent with the actually shot object, press shutter 
key. 

gg Then the shooting is completed. 
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5. Taking photos with flash lamp 

g] When LCD indicates insufficient briglitness, you need to open flash lamp to take photos. Tlie 

concrete operation is as follows; 
Og Press flash lamp on button. 

08 The digital camera starts to charge flash lamp. The indicator lamp on the left of viewfinder lights, 
g] The indicator lamp on the left of viewfinder goes out. 
g] Press the shutter. 
Remarks: 

g The frequent use of flash lamp will reduce the service life of batteries. Under normal status, the 
charging time for flash lamp is generally around 10 seconds. If the capacity of batteries is 
insufficientjthe charging time will somewhat be extended. 

g] At the time of shooting, keep distance of 2 meters from the object to be shot. Being too near and 
too far away will affect the shooting effect. 

Eg Never open flash lamp and take photos of infants within short distance. 

6. Using the function of self-timer 
g] Fix the digital camera on the tripod, 
g] Aim at the object you want to shoot. 

g] Press menu key to switch to the mode of automatic shooting. 

g] Press shutter. The digital camera starts to count down from 10. The indicator lamp on the front 

shell begins to flash from slowly to quickly, 
g] When the indicator lamp on the surface shell of the digital camera stops flashing, the 
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photographing is completed. 

7. Shooting filmlet 

Eg Press menu key under the mode of photographing to switch to Video mode. 

fa] Press menu key to confirm. 

fa] Press shutter key to start/stop shooting. 

8. Using the function of digital zooming 

g] Under the mode of photographing, press direction keys A and V to realize the function of digital 
zooming. 

9. Preview the photos and filmlets saved in the digital camera on LCD 

g] Press button. 

Eg All photos in your digital camera can be displayed on LCD. 

[5] Press button to switch between sketch picture and single picture display. 

E<E] Press A or V to display the photos in magnified status. 

Eg Press -4 or ► to switch between the last and the next photo. 

15) Note: The method of playing AVI is similar. However, you need to press menu key to confirm.

ES The places covered with dust or sewage. 
Eg Explosive area or places near inflammable materials. 
2. Maintenance of memory card 
ES Long-term repeated use of CF card will lead to performance degradation. You need to purchase a 

new card for future use. Our company does not bear liability for the aging and damage of CF card. 
E5 CF card is a precise electronic device. Avoid breaking or great impact. 

Eg Please do not put CF card in strong electricity field and intense magnetic field such as the place by 
speaker or TV set. 

Eg Please do not use or keep CF card at place of high temperature, high humidity and high corrosion. 
ES When the camera is used for long time, you may find CF card gets slightly hot. This is normal 
phenomenon.
